SHANGHAI, June 28—A “dare- 
to-die” Chinese flier was said to- 
day to have sunk a Japanese gun- 


boat in the Yangtse river by de- 
liberately plunging his burning,

Chinese air force officers said 
the act occurred near Anking, 
215 miles downriver from Han- 
kow, China's provisional capital, 
Monday, in air attacks that dam- 
aged at least three Japanese 
and destroyed six Japanese war- 
pines 

The Chinese pilot, they said 
dived headlong to the gunboat 
deck when Japanese anti-aircraft 
fire set his plane aflame, “explod- 


ing his bombs and breaking the 
back of the man-of-war.”

The four great eliminative channels of the 
body are the skin, the lungs, the kidneys and the 
intestine, as I explained in my article yesterday. 
We may stimulate thése channels in various 
ways, depending upon which one we wish to 
awaken to greater activity. For example, when 
we wish to stimulate the skin to throw off extra 
wastes, we may use such measures as sponge 
baths, shower baths, sweat baths, vigorous rub- 
bing with a coarse towel, ete. Exposing the skin 
to sunlight and fresh air also helps in the way 
of increasing its tone, and hence, helps it to fune- 
tion better. 

The elimination through the lungs may be 
hastened by deep breathing. To make this 
breathing more effective, it is generally wise to 
combine it with vigorous exercise, as the exer- 
cise will force you to take air deep into the lungs 
and also to exhale more effectively. 

For example, walking at a leisurely pace of 
two miles an hour will force the lungs to elim- 
inate twice as much poisonous air as when you 
are resting. When you increase the speed of 
your walk until you are walking four miles an 
hour, the elimination of poisonous gases will be 
four or five times as rapid probably as it would 
be when you are sitting in a chair. When deep 
breathing exercises are taken with calisthenics 
two or three times daily, the amount of the elim- 
ination through the lungs is materially increased. 

The elimination by way of the kidneys is best 
increased through water-drinking and there is 
ample evidence to believe that this water should 
be the pure distilled water when this may be ob- 
tained. Distilled water apparently helps the 
body to flush out certain end-products of meta- 
bolism. 

How much water should be used for this 
specific purpose of speeding up the kidney elim- 
ination is an individual question, but I believe 
that the person in average health will do well 
to use eight glasses a day at least; and in diseased 
conditions it may be beneficial for the patient to 
increase this to several quarts a day, taking the 
water as often as every hour or half-hour, in an 
effort to get as good a flow through the kidneys 
as possible. The patient adopting this plan will 
frequently find he is rewarded with an increased 
sense of well-being as he begins to feel the good 
effects coming from this way of cleansing the 
body through making the kidneys work more.
